PLANS for 88 homes on a college’s 
former animal husbandry site 
have been described by concerned 
residents as “overdevelopment 
gone mad”, as they would add to 91 
already being built there. 

The proposed development on 
land formerly owned by Nescot 
(North East Surrey’s College of 
Technology) would add to the 
homes already being built after 
Epsom and Ewell Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee approved 
the plans for 91 homes in August 
2015. 

If the latest plans are approved, 
there would be 179 homes on the 
site. 

Plans for a dementia care home 


for 150 residents on an adjacent 
site were approved in September 
2014, but these were scrapped due 
to “economic reasons”, planning 
documents reveal. Subsequent 
applications in the last two years 
have been amended to only in¬ 
clude provision for houses. 

The latest application includes 
29 houses (33 per cent) designated 
as affordable housing. 

Residents have already written 
letters objecting to the proposals 
since Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council validated the application 
for the Sycamore Gardens site on 
June 20. 

Peter Kalinowski, the vice 
chairman of the Association of 
Ewell Downs Residents, argued 
the development would put great¬ 
er pressure on doctors’ surgeries, 
hospitals, schools, the local road 
network, and public transport sys- 
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care home residents would be 
drawn from the existing commu¬ 
nity and would actually release 
housing spaces for new families.” 

Jenny Coleman, also from the 
residents’ group, described the 
application as “overdevelopment 
gone mad” in a blog post. 

Animals and human skeletons, 
and coins and pottery from the 
late Bronze Age and early Iron 
Age (c.

A rehabilitation centre that cares for injured 
military personnel is moving from Surrey to 
the midlands. 

Headley Court, the current Defence Med¬ 
ical Centre, will move to the new site of the 
Defence and National Rehabilitation Centre 
(DNRC), just outside Loughborough, Leices¬ 
tershire.

PLANS for a new indoor ten¬ 
nis facilities in Epsom would 
“broaden the schools out¬ 
reach programme and look 
to engage more local clubs”, 
according to the Lawn Tennis 
Association. 

David Lloyd Health and 
Fitness Club in Horton Lane 
has applied for permission to 
build a permanent air dome 
which would include four in¬ 
door courts. 

Submitted to Epsom and 
Ewell Council in the same 
week as the Wimbledon fi¬ 
nals, the plans are for a 66m 
by 37m dome made from 
layers of translucent fabric 
coated with PVC at the site 
next to Hobbledown Farm. 

The membrane lets light 
through so the planning ap¬ 
plication states there would 
be no need for additional 
floodlighting. 

In a letter supporting the 
application, LTA facilities 
project manager Christopher 
Donkin said: “The addition¬ 
al facilities will be a great 
benefit for the club and will 
strengthen the Club’s ability 
to provide tennis to the local 
community. 

“The club is currently op¬

erating above capacity and 
indoor court availability at 
the club is at a premium, as 
a result, the club is prevented 
increasing their membership 
and from running an all year 
round programme for the 
club members and the local 
community. 

“The additional hours that 
the additional indoor courts 
will provide will be used to 
increase the number of lo¬ 
cal juniors and adults able 


to compete, enjoy and expe¬ 
rience the game of tennis in 
line with the LTA’s National 
Participation Strategy. 

“The increase from two 
indoor courts to four, will 
allow the Club to deliver 
more effective coaching pro¬ 
grammes, to broaden the 
schools outreach programme 
and look to engage more local 
clubs to use the facilities.” 

In its application, David 
Lloyd said it has recently in¬ 


vested almost £lmillion in the 
club to improve and update 
the gym, add a new cycling 
studio and improve the cafe- 
bar area. 

Currently its only indoor 
tennis facilities are a two- 
court seasonal dome. 

The application said the 
new courts were important 
to help maintain the ‘Mur¬ 
ray Momentum’ which start¬ 
ed when Andy Murray won 
Wimbledon.

More than 1,600 concerned Ep¬ 
som residents have joined a 
Facebook page dedicated to find¬ 
ing a man who has been missing 
for nearly two weeks. 

James Middleton, known as 
Jim, was last seen at midday on 
Sunday, July 2, when he went out 
on his mobility scooter heading 
towards the Stew Ponds and 
Christ Church Road area. 

He would usually go for a ride 
over Ashtead and Epsom Com¬ 
mons for two or three hours. 

But the 70-year-old dementia 
and Parkinson’s sufferer has 
not yet returned home or been 
found, despite police helicopters 
being scrambled and officers 
and hundreds of volunteers 
scouring the area. 

Jim is white, 5ft 6ins, of large 
build, with brown eyes and 
brown greying hair. 

He was wearing a black or 
very dark grey, body warmer, a 
grey tee shirt, dark grey shorts, 
blue trainers and short white 
socks. When he left home he was

wearing sunglasses. 

Jim’s brother, David Middle- 
ton, recently made a heart-felt 
plea for help from the public 
from the group, Find James Mid¬ 
dleton.

He said: “We are so grateful 
to everyone who is helping with 
this search, the whole commu¬ 
nity has been outstanding - I’ve 
never experienced people com¬ 
ing together like this before. 

“Our thoughts are that some¬ 
how he has become separated 
from his mobility scooter, which 
may have been found and the 
finder thinking it was aban¬ 
doned, has taken it. 

“We have spoken with Sur¬ 
rey Police who are leading the 
search for Jim and they have 
assured us that a full amnesty 
will be given to anyone who has 
the scooter, that contacts them 
either directly or via Crimes- 
toppers if they are not happy to 
speak to the police directly. 

“We really need to know where 
the scooter was first found.”

Closing four Surrey tips has 
been made a last resort after 
councillors raised concerns 
that the cuts would lead to 
fly-tipping. 

Scrapping four Surrey re¬ 
cycling centres is one of sev¬ 
eral proposals put forward 
by Surrey County Council 
to cut £8.2million from its 
environment and transport 
budget this year. 

Green party councillor 
Jonathan Essex this week 
tabled a motion asking the 
county council to work with 
borough and district coun¬ 
cils, and Surrey Waste Man¬ 
agement to explore alterna¬ 
tives before committing to 
closing any centres. 

His motion to make clo¬ 
sures of centres at Bagshot, 
Cranleigh, Warlingham and 
Dorking a last resort was 
passed unanimously at a full 
council meeting on Tuesday, 
July 11. 

Ending residents’ free dai¬ 
ly allowance of non-house¬ 
hold waste, closing the coun¬ 
ty’s recycling centres on two 
weekdays, and baring vans, 
trailers and pick-up trucks 
from smaller dumps, were 
among other Surrey County 


Council proposals to balance 
the highways budget. 

Announcing the consulta¬ 
tion last month, the council 
insisted a “high-quality ser¬ 
vice” would still be main¬ 
tained at its 15 recycling 
centres it tries to make more 
than £100million worth of 
savings this year to offset 
sustained Tory austerity. 

Councillor Essex said cut¬ 
ting the services appeared 
to be a “false economy” and 
welcomed his motion being 
passed - but criticised the 
Conservative majority for 
“watering down” his criti¬ 
cism of the impact on the 
environment. 

He had argued that the 
increase in charges and re¬ 
duction in opening hours at 
other sites would be “detri¬ 


mental to the environment” 
in his original motion, but 
this clause was removed. 

Cllr Essex added: “Com¬ 
munity recycling centres in 
Surrey are appreciated and 
well used by residents - the 
four threatened with closure 
had an average satisfaction 
rate of 79 per cent. 

“I look forward to seeing 
the results of the consulta¬ 
tion in August as it clear to 
me that these vital services 
should be retained in order 
to save the county council 
money and to protect the 
natural environment of Sur¬ 
rey.” 

Liberal Democrat council¬ 
lor Stephen Cooksey and La¬ 
bour’s Robert Evans argued 
that the proposed changes 
would lead to an increase 


in fly-tipping - a claim dis¬ 
missed by Mike Goodman 
(pictured below), Surrey 
County Council’s cabinet 
member for environment and 
planning. 

Cllr Goodman added: “Sur¬ 
rey has one of the lowest 
crime rates in the country. 

“I don’t believe that the 
good people of Surrey will 
see this as an opportunity to 
break the law.” 

He added that the council 
had no evidence that reduc¬ 
ing services led to an in¬ 
crease in fly-tipping. 

But Labour Cllr Evans 
fought back, arguing: “The 
evidence on the ground - lit¬ 
erally, on the ground - is that 
there has been an increase in 
fly-tipping. 

“It might not be on land 


that is owned by the borough 
or county council. It might be 
private land.” 

Outlining the reasons be¬ 
hind the consultation, which 
runs until August 7, a coun¬ 
cil officer wrote: “Continued 
cuts to funding, rising costs 
and increasing demand for 
key services means that 
the need for Surrey Coun¬ 
ty Council to find savings 
has reached unprecedented 
levels. We are determined 
to meet our responsibilities 
and will continue to support 
our residents as effectively 
as we can, but despite having 
achieved £450million worth 
of savings since 2010, chang¬ 
es to services are still needed 
to deliver the required sav¬ 
ings.” 

The government has cut 
the council’s annual grant 
by £170million since 2010, 
while demand for adult social 
care, learning disabilities, 
and children’s services is in¬ 
creasing. Earlier this year, 
the Conservative cabinet at 
county hall approved £72mil- 
lion worth of cuts from front¬ 
line services across the next 
five years.

Adventure park could 
be home to four tigers

FOUR tigers could be coming 
to the Mystic East in a Surrey 
theme park. 

Plans have been submitted to 
Kingston Council for three new 
tiger enclosures at Chessington 
World of Adventures, with a 
deadline for comments fast ap¬ 
proaching. 

The enclosures would replace 
the Peeking Heights Ferris 
wheel, Adventure Zone attrac¬ 
tion and a food stall, planning 
documents reveal. 

The Dragon Falls ride would 
also be “re-themed” with new 
planting and landscaping adja¬ 
cent to the ride. 

The developer claimed the en¬ 
closures would create “a number 
of benefits” for the four new 
Amur Tigers that would be in¬ 
troduced, as well as two Suma¬ 
tran Tigers already living at the 
park. 

Chessington’s associate direc¬ 


tor Ian York said these include 
“novel vantage points, opportu¬ 
nities for long-distance travel 
and a greater variety of environ¬ 
ments.” 

Mr York wrote: “The provision 
of new tiger enclosures will en¬ 
able Chessington World of Ad¬ 
ventures to increase its popular 
animal collection, to the benefit 
of its conservation programme 
and visitors, 

“The creation of this new ti¬ 
ger area within Mystic East will 
make a significant contribution 
to the resort’s continuing evolu¬ 
tion, which is so vital to its suc¬ 
cess in a competitive industry 
and is supported by planning 
policy.” 

Jo Cook, who coordinates the 
Zoological Society of London’s 
European Endangered Species 
Programme (EEP) for Amur ti¬ 
gers, had met with Chessington 
staff and wrote a letter in sup¬ 
port of the application. 

It read: “It is nice to see inno¬ 
vation in a new exhibit and the 
tunnels linking the outside are¬ 
as will be a striking feature and 


I am sure will have great impact 
on your visitors, as well as pro¬ 
viding novel vantage points for 
the tigers themselves.” 

The application, which was 
submitted this month, is the 
latest in a series of proposals 
to add to the resort as part of a 
long-term plan for the next five 
to 10 years. 

Kingston Council has already 
approved plans for a Go Ape 
treetop adventure for Sixty Acre 
Wood and 35 ‘glamping’ tents - 
posh camping - at Chessington, 
and blueprints for 45 new lodges 
at the Safari Hotel have also been 
submitted. 

The resort’s masterplan also 
refers to plans for a soft play 
area, indoor trampolines and a 
3D cinema at the Safari Hotel, 
new rides and animal attrac¬ 
tions, and a new family roller¬ 
coaster, but does not yet mention 
further details. 

The Surrey Comet asked Chess¬ 
ington for more information, but 
a spokeswoman remained tight- 
lipped, and said it would “be a 
surprise”.

There are no more 
paedophiles around today than 
there was 30 years ago, but 


the massively increased media 
attention they attract means 
the perception is they’re lurking 
around every corner. 

I can’t help thinking that years 
ago just as many people used 
to go missing for a little while 
but, without all the modern 
technology we have today, 
perhaps they were just left to it 
and not reported - on the basis 
that more often than not they 
turned up perfectly fine. 

In my experience it seems to 
be two minutes after we publish 
an article on the website we 
are receiving a message to say 
they’ve now been found. 

It’s then no time at all before 
they’re writing to me begging to 
have the article removed from 
our website. 

I understand everyone worries 
about their nearest and dearest, 


it’s only natural, but perhaps 
there are some occasions when 
we all just need to allow people 
a little more time with their 
own thoughts - it’s amazing 
how much we can work out 
ourselves if we’re just given 
space and time. 

And, for goodness sake, 
let’s not become so obsessed 
with the technology that tracks 
everyone’s every movement - 
it’s not healthy.

HEALTH IN FOCUS: Discovery could mean new treatments 

New research into 
autism in children 


BABIES with autism look at 
their mother’s eyes and mouth 
far less often than their peers, 
which scientists say could lead 
to new treatments. 

The way infants see the world 
even before they can reach, 
crawl or walk is in the genes - 
and impaired in those with the 
neurological disorder. 

Now a study has shown for 
the first time what youngsters 
choose to look at and what they 
don’t is heritable. 

And the way they visually en¬ 
gage with others in social situa¬ 
tions is altered in autism. 

Reduced attention to other 
people’s eyes and faces is a be¬ 
haviour associated with the con¬ 
dition and is often used to help 
diagnose it. 

A series of eye-tracking exper¬ 
iments in 338 toddlers assessed 
variation in viewing social 
scenes and the timing, direction 
and targeting of individual eye 
movements. 

Participants included 166 
identical and non-identical 
twins, 88 children diagnosed 
with autism and 84 others that 
acted as controls. 

Each child watched videos

that showed either an actress 
playing the role of a caregiv¬ 
er and speaking directly to the 
viewer or scenes of children 
playing. 

Special software captured 
how often the children looked 
at different regions - as well as 
the timing and direction of eye 
movements. 

The study published in Nature 
showed identical twins were 
also nearly identical in the way 
they watched the videos. 

How much one identical twin 
looked at another person’s eyes 
was almost perfectly matched by 
his or her co-twin. 


The effects persisted. When 
the twins were tested again, 
more than a year later, the same 
effects were found. 

Identical twins remained al¬ 
most perfectly matched in their 
levels of looking, but non-iden¬ 
tical twins became even slightly 
more different than before. 

Levels of eye- and mouth-look¬ 
ing - the same traits that showed 
the greatest degree of genetic in¬ 
fluence in typically-developing 
children - were substantially re¬ 
duced in children with autism. 

In autism, the levels were low 
enough, and different enough, 
that they could be used to math¬ 
ematically identify the vast ma¬ 
jority of children who did or did 
not have autism. 

Autism is known to be primar¬ 
ily caused by genetic factors, and 
earlier research by members of 
the team showed that babies 
who look progressively less at 
people’s eyes, beginning as early 
as 2-6 months of age, are more 
likely to have autism. 

Now, with these new results in 
twins, the team has found a spe¬ 
cific behaviour that is highly in¬ 
fluenced by genetics and directly 
linked to autism risk.

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I never really got into the Cars fran¬ 
chise so I didn't get around to see¬ 
ing the first Cars or Cars 2, writes 
Mark Foker. 

However, I'm assuming that you 
don't have to have seen 1 and 2 
to know what the Cars films are 
all about (racing?) and that the 
third instalment is more of a stand¬ 
alone movie. 

The first thing I have to say, is 
that I thought the film was very 
entertaining and had some good 
characterisation between the as¬ 
sorted automobiles. 

It's six years now since Cars 2 
and number 3 opens with our hero, 
Lightning McQueen (voiced once 
again by Owen Wilson) psyching 
himself up for his next big race. 

Unfortunately, times are a 
changing. There is a new breed of 
hi-tech racing car led by an arro¬ 
gant rookie racer called Jackson 
Storm (voiced byArmie Hammer). 

McQueen is full of confidence as 
he passes Storm but when he sees 
Storm pass him, he is horrified 
that he does not have the power to 
catch him up and McQueen runs 
himself into near destruction as he 
crashes out of the race.

However, this new-fangled 
technical training regime with 
its hydraulic simulators, isn't for 
McQueen and the pair revert to 
using the old-school methods and 
set out to find the famous 'Smok- 
ey' (Chris Cooper) and pals who 
trained the late great 'Hudson 
Hornet'. 

McQueen gets to learn some 
old tricks and becomes fighting fit 
to prove that he can outwit these 
new wannabe racers. Basically, 


that is pretty much the plot. 

From what I can gather, most 
of the old favourite characters are 
still here and Lightning McQueen 
in the #95 car also gets an up¬ 
grade on his paint job. 

I must admit I did enjoy 
this film and although I'm not a 
great fan of too much animated 
CGI, the movie looks spectacular, 
especially in the race sequenc¬ 
es, using some great close-up 
angles and there is also a very 
clever action-packed Demolition 


Derby scene. 

I now know that this film has 
caused rumblings of controversy 
with some critics and public user 
reviews about the direction that 
the storyline was heading to but 
then this is an animated movie for 
kids and adults shouldn't take it 
too seriously. 

I'm sure this third instalment 
will be a popular film with all 
young kids and the thirty-some¬ 
thing big kid next to me absolutely 
loved it! In cinemas now.

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Sarah Marshall takes a first 
look at the National Maritime 
Museum’s major new exhibition. 



It's one of the biggest mysteries of 
maritime history, which claimed the 
lives of many. 

Today, the fate of explorer Sir 
John Franklin and his crew remains 
unknown, although pieces from the 
jigsaw puzzle of his final few years 
are on display as part of a major 
new exhibition at London's National 
Maritime Museum. 

Death In The Ice: The Shocking 
Story Of Franklin's Final Expedition 
studies the British explorer's unsuc¬ 
cessful quest to find the North-West 
Passage and asks: what really hap¬ 
pened to those men? 

So, what's the story? Setting 
off for the Canadian Arctic on May 


19,1845 on board HMS Erebus and 
Terror, the 128-man crew had high 
hopes of discovering the highly-de¬ 
sired passage between Europe and 
Asia. But two months later, all con¬ 
tact was lost. 

Subsequently, 36 rescue missions 
were sent out between 1847 and 
1880. Many of the artefacts and 
notes gathered from their investiga¬ 
tions are included in this ambitious 
exhibition, which sets a chilling scene 
with wall-size video projections of for¬ 
bidding Arctic landscapes. 

What are the star exhibits? 
In 2014, Parks Canada, who protect 
and manage the country's natural 
and cultural resources, discovered 


the wreck of HMS Erebus. Cold wa¬ 
ter had preserved many items, which 
are on public view for the first time. 

A highlight is the ship's bell, 
stamped with the date 1845, and a 
broad arrow declaring the item was 
British government property. 

Curators were eager to present a 
human picture of the tragic expedi¬ 
tions, remembering these were men 
with loved ones mourning their loss 
back home. 

A gnarled leather officer's boot, 
found on the upper deck of Erebus 
and displayed in a glass cabinet, 
powerfully communicates that mes¬ 
sage. Seal skin has been used to 
adapt it for Arctic conditions, and it's 


a reminder many of these explorers 
ended their lives trudging through 
ice. 

Several items are on loan from 
the Canadian Museum of History 
and others have been collected from 
NHM's archive, telling a fuller story 
of the expeditions for the first time. 
One especially poignant artefact 
is the Victory Point note declaring 
Franklin's death in handwritten 
scrawl and found on King William 
Island. 

The important role played by 
Inuit in unravelling the mystery is 
also recognised through accounts 
of oral histories and native tools 
adapted from European items found 


on the ships. 

Is there any conclusion? The 

exhibition looks at different theories 
for the men's demise, including lead 
poisoning, botulism and - controver¬ 
sially-cannibalism. 

Last year, Franklin's second ship, 
Terror, was found and research dives 
are currently being conducted. Find¬ 
ings could totally reshape the picture 
of what actually happened out there 
on the ice. 

What's the future for the 
North-West Passage? Climate 
change has opened up sections of 
the Canadian Arctic to tourist ex¬ 
pedition cruise ships, visiting sites 
significant to the Franklin expedition, 


such as Beechey Island where three 
of his crew were buried. 

One Ocean Expeditions, who were 
involved in the recovery of Erebus, 
offer a lOday Pathways to Franklin 
voyage through the Canadian Arctic, 
visiting bird colonies on Prince Leop¬ 
old Island and wildlife haven Baffin 
Island. Prices for the trip, departing 
August 23, 2018, start from £5,300 
(6,795 US dollars) based on three 
people sharing a cabin. Flights are 
extra. Visit oneoceanexpeditions. 
com/voyages to book. 

Death In The Ice runs from 
July 14, 2017 January 7, 2018. 
Tickets cost £12 for adults and

RENT IS ON TJUffl 


ARIA Propertymark (Association 
of Residential Letting Agents) has 
issued its May Private Rented 
Sector (PRS) Report. The findings 
are as follows: 

Rent prices 

• More than a quarter (27 per 
cent) of agents saw rent costs rise 
for tenants in May - the highest level 
since July 2016 when 28 per cent 
saw rents increase. 

•Forthe second month running, 
only 2.8 per cent of tenants 
negotiated a rent reduction - this 
figure rose to 3.6 per cent in March 
from 2.2 percent in February. 

Rental stock 

•Over the last 12 months, the 
supply of rental stock has risen by 11 
percent. In May 2016, letting agents 
managed 171 properties on average 
per branch whereas in May this year 
they managed 189. 

Landlords selling their buy- 
to-let 

•The number of landlords selling 


up fell in May - in April agents 
reported four sales per branch, but 
this figure dropped to three in May. 

Demand from tenants 

• In May, ARLA Propertymark 
members had 65 prospective tenants 
registered per branch. 

David Cox, ARLA Propertymark 
Chief Executive, said: "Private rents 
rose by 1.8 per cent in the 12 months 
to May 20173, and the last thing 
tenants need is for them to get even 
higher. With the new government 
confirming a Tenants' Fee Bill in 
last week's Queen's Speech, we can 
expect them to rise by up to £103 a 
year, hitting loyal tenants looking for 
long-term agreements hardest. 

"This is on top of any natural 
organic rent growth as well. The 
only thing which could offset this 
would be to significantly increase 
rental stock, but until this happens 
and supply and demand meet in the 
middle, rents will only become more 
and more unaffordable."

(a) amend the existing prohibition of waiting between 06.00hrs and 20.00hrs to a 
prohibition of waiting at any time along the following lengths of the eastern 
side of South Street, EPSOM: - 

(i) from where the existing double yellow line restrictions terminate outside 
properties No. 159 to No. 161 High Street southwards to a point 2.6 
metres south of the northern property boundary of property No. 33B; 

(ii) from where the existing double yellow line restrictions terminate outside 
the property known as “Theatre Court” to a point 24.5 metres south of the 
northern property boundary of property No. 33B; 

(b) prohibit the waiting by vehicles along the following lengths of South Street, 
EPSOM to operate Monday to Sunday, between 19.00hrs to 07.00hrs: - 

(i) eastern side of South Street, from a point 2.6 metres south of the northern 
property boundary of property No. 33B for a distance of 21.9 metres in a 
southerly direction; 

(ii) western side of South Street, from a point 3 metres south of the southern 
property boundary of property numbers 26 and 28, for a distance of 26.3 
metres in a southerly direction; 

(c) provide that the usual exemptions, for loading and unloading vehicles, 
boarding and alighting from vehicles, for works on or adjoining the lengths of 
those roads, the maintenance of those roads and the services in them and for 
disabled persons vehicles in accordance with the Blue Badge Scheme would 
apply to all the aforementioned lengths of roads. 

2 “The Surrey County Council ((Various Roads in Epsom and Ewell) (Goods Vehicles’ 
Free On-Street Loading Bays) Order 2012 (Amendment No. 6) Order 2017”, which 
amended “The Surrey County Council (Various Roads in Epsom & Ewell (Goods 
Vehicles’ Free On-Street Loading Bays) Order 2012” under Sections 1(1) and 2(1) 
to (3) and 4(2) of and Part IV of Schedule 9 to the Act, so as to: - 

(a) provide a goods’ vehicles loading bay in those lengths of South Street, 
EPSOM as specified in sub-paragraph 1 (b)(i) and 1 (b)(ii) to operate Monday to 
Sunday between 07.00hrs to 19.00hrs; 

(b) provide that the usual exemptions e.g. Emergency vehicles, using vehicles for 
works on or adjoining those lengths of roads, the maintenance of those roads 
and the services in them would apply to the aforementioned loading bays 
referred to above (N.B. the usual exemptions for blue badge holders shall not 
apply to this restriction). 

3 Where a new restriction has been made, any existing restrictions on the same

(Amendment No. 15) Order 2017; 

(c) The Surrey County Council (Various Roads in Epsom and Ewell) (Free Street 
Parking Places) (Disabled Persons) Order 2005 (Amendment No. 15) Order 
2017; 

(d) The Surrey County Council (D2247) Ladbroke Road Epsom in the Borough of 
Epsom and Ewell (Restricted Zone) (On-Street Parking Place Order 2013) 
(Amendment No. 6) Order 2017; 

(e) The Surrey County Council (Hookfield and Lindsay Close Controlled Parking 
Zone in the Borough Epsom and Ewell (Consolidation of Waiting Restrictions 
and On-Street Parking Places) Order 2005) (Amendment No. 15) Order 2017; 

(f) The Surrey County Council Various Roads in the Borough Of Epsom and Ewell 
(Permit Holders Only) (On-Street Parking Places) Order 2016 (Amendment No. 

1) Order 2017;

Citroen's Berlingo Multispace has come a long way. There’s even now an all-electric 
version. JONATHAN CROUCH checks out the improved second generation version 
and wonders if families really need to pay more for pricier compact MPVs. 


BACKGROUND: Try and picture ◦ 
van-based compact people carrier. Bet 
you weren't imagining anything quite 
as nice as this. The current version of 
Citroen's much more civilised second 
generation Berlingo Multispace has 
in recent years been further distanced 
from the original MK1 model's basic 
commercial roots. With smart styling, 
strong equipment levels and the hi-tech 
option of efficient BlueHDi diesel 
engines and even all-electric power, this 
value-for-money five or seven-seater 
is now a vehicle that demands to be 
taken very seriously indeed. 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE: Some 
cars aren't too precious about the 
lives they need. Take Citroen's classic 
post-war 2CV. You could drive it across 
a ploughed field, hose it clean, subject 
it to a fearful leathering, then pass 
it on like a family heirloom. It was 
uniquely French, uniquely Citroen and 
its modernday successor was the 
first generation of this car, Citroen's 
Berlingo Multispace. 

By the time this second generation 
version was launched in 2008, we'll 
over a million Multispace models 
were pounding European roads-but 
people were hanging on to them. To 
further develop sales, Citroen needed

to bridge the gap a little between this 
Berlingo and more conventional small 
people carriers. Hence the emergence 
of this MK2 model as a more 
sophisticated thing, with underpinnings 
now based on a car, the French brand's 
C4 Picasso MPV, rather than a van. In 
recent times, the brand has improved 
it further, adding clever BlueHDi diesel 
technology for lower running costs, 
even more clever equipment and a 
smarter look. It all aims to create a very 
complete compact people carrier. The 
only one you'll ever need? Let's find out. 
DESIGN: You'll probably be very 
pleasantly surprised by how the 
Berlingo Multispace drives. The old 
bump, thump and reverberations that 
characterised earlier versions have well 
and truly gone. I know it's a bit of a 
cliche when discussing this sort of MPV 
but there is a lot of truth in describing 


this boxy Citroen as 'car-like'. For what 
is quite a tall, high vehicle, there's none 
of the tippy feeling that characterised 
the first generation version of this 
design, helped in no small part by 
beefier anti roll bars. 

And a much improved suspension 
set-up. Which in turn has made 
possible the kind of ride quality you'd 
like to expect from a Citroen: in other 
words absorbent and very well tuned 
for our terrible roads. It's an important 
thing to consider, for I reckon that 
aside from safety and practicality, 
ride quality needs to be one of your 
key criteria when making a decision 
on an MPV-style vehicle. Too firm and 
you'll never manage to get the kids 
off to sleep on a long journey at night: 
too soft and they'll get car sick. The 
Berlingo Multispace strikes a good 
balance because it's a little softer than 



you might expect in compression and 
rebound - in other words, over the 
bumps - but a little firmer than you'd 
think in roll - in other words, around the 
corners. 

Engine-wise, you get to choose 
between a 1.6-litre VTi 95 petrol unit 
at the bottom end of the line-up, but 
from then on, it's diesel all the way, 
with Citroen's latest 1.6-litre BlueHDi 
powerplant offered in three states of 
tune, with either 75,100 or 120bhp. To 
be frank, the petrol engine only really 
makes sense for low mileage owners. 
On longer trips, the extra torque you 
get from the diesel - 40% more even 


with the feeblest BlueHDi variant - 
really tells. Mind you, you don't have 
to have an engine. Forfrugally-focus 
urban-based families, the clever all¬ 
electric version could appeal. 

COST: Let's face it, cash-strapped 
families don't want to spend too much 
on the car that'll move them about. 

The good news with this Berlingo 
Multispace is that they don't have to. 
Prices range in the £13,500 to £18,500 
bracket, around £5,000 less than you'd 
pay for a conventional five-seat MPV 
like Ford's C-MAX, Renault's Scenic 
or indeed the Citroen C4 Picasso that 
shares this model's underpinnings. 


There are a few caveats here 
though. It's no good buying an entry 
level Touch variant and expecting all 
of the flexibility that makes this model 
what it is. For things like the three 
individual rear seats and the seven- 
seater Family Pack (and I'd want both 
if I was a potential buyer), you've to 
spend at least £15,500 on a Feel-spec 
model - and even then, both of these 
features cost extra. At this level, most 
will want the BlueHDi 100 diesel 
engine, a unit which, for another £700, 
can come complete with Citroen's 
latest fuel-saving technology mated to 
a clever ETG6 automatic gearbox
